Thus changes in het rings and positional changes do make a difference in the properties and 
bonding. 

A thiophene is not equivalent to pyridine or a quinoline. 

The specifications also do not provide any data that these compounds do treat cancers!

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 formula recites the limitation "R8" in the formula. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

There is no definition in claims as to what the R8 is ! 

Claim 28 ,31 recites no limitations of " cyano " group in the compounds. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

The claim 27, 31 clearly states R18 is a cyano. and also claim 18 indicates that R4 to 
R6 is a cyano !. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102

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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Brain Phillips et al
